Literally, it means "heating through," this diathermy form of 
treatment. The apparatus used in administering is expensive; not 
many rural physicians nowadays can afford such high-priced stuff, 
considering the almost impossibility of carrying it to widely-scat­ 
tered bedside patients. 
Nevertheless, it is, and and has been for some time, a growing, 
popular method of applying heat in the treatment of localized 
inflammations. That it will destroy germs by heat that are deeply 
situated within the body, I seriously doubt, I believe diathermy will 
greatly accelerate local rirrtilation, hastening the blood through 
the f»art affected, and do some good in that way— just how much 
may not be accurately estimated. 
The de t r a ction of diseased tonsils is being brought about hv 
diatherm y, thus saving a more or less bloody *»?>erati«»n; but it had 
better not be attempted by the am ateur or beginner without com- 
pet enf instruction. The specialist is the only safe man to employ 
in the electrical extirpation of the tonsil. 
My own experience has not l*»en very pleasing in the use of 
drpthermy, much that I regret to say so. T have used tt in numberless 
cases of chronic arth ritis; if any improvement was noticeable it 
was very slight. I use*I it in a desperate attempt to relieve pneti 
enonia in an aged patient— and k>«t; yes, in two cases, without 
benefit, ;«n«l where I nee*led help, oh, so badly. 
I belieye diatherrm t<* lie a very refined, technical, expensive 
wav of applying the simple principle of heat in the treatm ent of 
disease. I have yet t«> lie shown that it furnishes greater heat 
inside the diseased mmiWw than on th*» outside. But I am ru-t an 
authority, mind you , I ; in just an intelligent, common-sense, family 
doctor, with thirtv-eight years of cx;»crience. I do not own a 
diatherm v appnraftts. hut f work in hospitals where it is available 
in any instance desired. I sincerely h*»pc it may come to tie the 
standard. acecjdcd method o f obliterating diseased tonsils.
